Henry McAninch had a valuable mare 
to get seriously injured in a barbed 
wire fence. The mare suffered a simi- 
lar accident a few weeks ago. from 
which she was just recovering. 

The Casey County Fair Association 
will begin their annual three days’ ex- 
hibition at Liberty Wednesday. The 
program .s a good one and needless 
to say the attendance will be good, the 
weather permitting. 

The various turnpikes and county 
roads entering Middleburg and imme- 
diate vicinity are being worked and 
treated to needed coats of gravel and 
stone. The roads of Casey are in bet- 
ter condition now than for several 
years 

George Ellison, living on Fishing 
Creek, near Waynesburg. is very low 
with rheumatism and typhoid fever and 
is not expected to recover. His young 
daughter. Violet, is also confined to her 
bed with the dreaded typhoid. His 
wife, two sons and a daughter have 
just recovered from a siege of the same 
malady. 

Rev. W. G. Tilford preached at the 

Baptist church Sunday morning and 
night. He closed a successful meeting 
at South Fork Thursday. Frayer meet- 
ing ia held regularly each week at the 
M. E. and Baptist churches on Wed- 
nesday and Thursday nights. Many 
from this section attended the camp 
meeting at Jumbo. Middleburg and 
Yosemite were represented at the Sun- 
day school convention at Liberty Thurs- 
day. 

Rev. W. R Hunt. |>astor of the M. 
K. church here, received a message say- 
ing that his brother, living at Yale, 
Menefee county, had been stricken with 
paralysis and was not expected to live. 
He took the train at Stanford Wednes- 
day morning for the btsUide of the 
stricken brother, (in Wednesday his 
wife received a message from Berea 
telling of the fatal illness of a niece 
She boarded the next tram at Stanford 
for Berea. 

A petition is being circulated among 
the residents of the Indian Creek sec- 
tion asking the postoflice department 
to establish an office to be called W ilks, 
and if established it will be supplied 
from Middleburg. Mitchell Ferkins, a 
former soldier in the U. S. army, is re- 
commended for postmaster. The cre- 
ation of a new 1 postoffice for that sec- 
tion of the county will be to the benefit 
of the neighborhood and will be about 
four miles northeast of Middleburg. 

The outlook for a good corn crop in 
Casey is very promising and with one 
or two more good rains the late plant- 
ings will make the usual yield. While 
the more forward upland crops suffered 
from drouth, the yield in the bottoms 
will be a bumper one. The writer has 
traveled through the upper tier of coun- 
ties bordering on the Ohio, from I-oois- 
ville to Cincinnati, and through probably 
a score of counties of the South-central 
and North-central portion of the State 
in the last ir> days, and finds the out- 
look for good crops to be better in Ca- 
sey than elsewhere. 

The citizens of Middleburg and vicin- 
ity will vote on a proposition for the es- 
tablishment of a graded school to be lo- 
cated here. The election will take 
place some time in September. While 
there are a good number of citizens 
who will vote "nay.” yet it is believed 
that the proposition will carry. The 
good people of Middleburg and Yosem- 
ite are also’ making a hard fight for a 

high school and the chances for success 
are good. Liberty is also a contestant. 
There has been a great educational 
awakening among our (jgople of late, 
and it is to be hoped that success will 
crown their efforts. 

The political situation in Casey as 
viewed from a democratic standpoint, 
is. to say the least, encouraging. The 
party for the first time in 16 years is 
united and enthusiastic and ready for 
the fight. We have talked with several 
leading democrats of the county and 
are glad to say we have failed to find a 
single dissenting voice, but all are pull- 
ing together for the National ticket 
and for Patterson, of Bell county, for 
Congress. It is thought that the can- 
didacy of the latter will strengthen the 
National ticket in the Uth district. 
Patterson says he will speak in every 
precinct in the district. Bryan and 
Kern clubs will be formed in each pre- 
cinct of the county and regular meet- 
ings will be held. Oratory will not be 
lacking. Bryan’s paper, the Commoner, 
the C J. and the L J. are the uarty 
organs and are widely read by Casey 
democrats. 



The old home piece, consisting of 
residence and about one acre of land 
belonging to our late grand-father, 
Elisha Gifford, will lie sold by the com- 
missioner at Liberty.

B. Young, the genial csshier of the 
Farmers Deposit Bank, has just com- 
pleted a very pretty residence on Main 
street. He expects to be "house keep- 
ing" (?) in a very short time. Many of 
the citizens haye painted and re-covered 
their houses, painted fences and erected 
new outbuildings. The streets are be- 
ing improved and altogether Middle- 
burg is holding her own through the 
panic.

A Negro miner who had continued at 
work after the striks was called in the 
Birmingham district, was shot from 
ambush and fatally wounded near Pratt 
Citv. The Negro's home was dynamit 
ed several days ago.
